The p lains hav e be­ 
come thoroughly dried. 
A well digger 
in western Kansas said that be dug down 
thirty fret nnd ev ery foot of the way 
could tukc a handful of soil and throw it 
up and the wind would carry it off os it 
would surface dust. 
The hot sun beat­ 
ing down up on this dry, barren, smooth 
surface leav es & layer of v ery hot diy at­ 
mosp here lying immediately abov e and 
cov ering the entire surface of the p lains. 
Rain clouds that form in the mountains 
and v alleys p ass out ov er the p lains, gath 
er and begin to settle. 
The rain drop s 
fall to this stratum of heated air where it 


h again v ap orized and, rising, p asses off 
beyond the p lains—in clouds. 
At a p oint 
where the soil has been loosened, wet by 
irrigation and cooled by shade of trees 
the clouds will inv ariably settle and the 
rain fails to the earth. 
At Denv er the 
rainfall is greatly in excess of that at any 
p oint in the Western 
p lains. 
Storm 
clouds will gather at v arious p oints w ith­ 
in a radius of one hundred miles from 
Denv er and circulate until near there, 
where they inv ariably finally gather, set­ 
tle and fall, or else p ass down the lately 
cultiv ated v a’ley of the Platte and fall at 
some p oint in the v aMey. 
This stratum 
of hot air seems to hav e been a cov er and 
p rotection to the earth, but once broken 
or cooled, the rain finds no hindrance and 
p ours down up on tho earth. 
The irriga­ 
ting ditches, the p low and shade of trees 
in time induce the fall of water, 
The 
v ap or arising in ev ap oration from the 
ditches materially assfcts in cooling and 
moistening the air. To drain off all w at­ 
er from p onds and creeks would certainly 
effect the rainfall, decreasing the source 
of sup p ly of moisture which form the 
c ouds. 
To drain the Winnebago swamp s 
will inev itably effect your rainfall. 
Last 
year many crop s were raised and witb 
natural rainfall in Eastern Colorado.”

London, O et 24.— Sev eral iliOUKanu un­ 
employed marched in a bjdy from Trafalgar 
¡-quart) to W estminster Abbey Sunday after­ 
noon. 
Their leader 
carried 
a red flag. 
Twelv e hundred of them 
were adm itted 
without op posit ion. 
The red flag was left 
in charge of the v erger. 
Many kept their 
hats on, whistle t and sat upon the pedestals 
of the S tatu es. 
Others mixed with the re­ 
gular audience, 
but the greater portion of 
the latter departed as soon as practicable, 
leav ing the strangers in almost sole posses­ 
sion. 
The unwelcome v isitors offered no 
v iolence, hut showed their disregard for the 
place by indiscrim inate conv ersation, tobacco 
chewing, copious expectoration, etc. 
During 
the first lesson they grew bolder and loudly 
jeered the reader, drow ning his v oice. 
This 
conduct was repeated at the second lesson. 
Canon Prother preached from the text 
Homan 12, 1. “ I beseech you therefore, breth­ 
ren, by the mercies of God, that ye present 
your bodies a liv ing sacrifice, holy, accepta 
ble unto God, which is your reasonable serv ­ 
ice.” 
He argue*! that the punishm ent of law 
breakers was necessary for the good of the 
community. 
This ev ident application of the 
personal argum ent was not fav orably re­ 
ceiv ed. 
There was disorder, and cries of “Oh 
l» osh.” 
The preacher made an earnest appeal 
for order, find exhorted his hearers to try to 
uproot ev il and to plant good in its place. 
Some one cried out, “That’s what we are go­ 
ing to do,” and thero were shouts of “Heur, 
hear,” and cheers. 
Canon Prothero, realizing that tin ordi­ 
nary style of sermonizing would not be ac­ 
cepted by his nov el audience, now threw his 
notes aside and addressed himself directly to 
the unruly crowd. 
He declared that while 
legislation alone could prov ide a remedy for 
their hunger and suffering, ev erybody could 
feel and express sym pathy for them. 
This 
seemed to strike the crowd in a humorous 
sense, for there was delirious laughter, and 
cries of, “ That’s all we shall get,” etc. 
The 
canon went on to say that charitable agen­ 
cies m ight do much. 
This was greeted by a 
cry of “ We don’t w ant charity, wo w ant 
work.” 
The preacher got alon g better when 
lie declared himself in fav or of state ui 1 for 
the destitute. 
A t the close of the serv ice, howev er, the 
audience "U turned up their opinion of the 
proceedings by v igorously hissing as tli*-y 
marched out. 
They were loudly cheered by 
their comrades outside u s they made their re­ 
appearance. 
Tiio whole body then marched nois-uly back 
to T rafalgar square, where speeches were 
made in which the leaders denounced the 
church for its failure to allev iate the condi­ 
tion of the poor, and condemne 1 the police 
for their brutality. 
There were sev eral ar­ 
rests made, the charges registered against the 
prisoners being brawling and stealing. 
There was no attem pt of the police to stop 
the workingmen’s meetings Sunday, and a 
large num ber were held at all of which 
v iolent speeches were made, but no v iolence 
occurred. 
The action of the police is gen­

BRITISH HOME RULERS

A M eeting in Ireland U nder Their 
Aus* 
spices S top p ed —B lun t, M. I*., in Quod. 
Dub l in , Oet. 2 .—A t Woodford, county 
Galway, Sunday, ahorne rule meeting was to 
be iiel I under the auspices of the British 
Home Rule union to protest against coercion. 
The gov ernm ent proclaimed the meeting and 
sent a large body of troops and police to the 
town. 
There was a great crow l of people 
from the surrounding country.

form was in a large field. 
W ilfred Blunt, 
the philanthropist, formerly Conserv ativ e, 
was to presidí» , assisted by Jam es Rowland, 
M. P., and other British members of parlia­ 
ment. 
When the speakers mounted the plat­ 
form, Judge Byrne, the div isional magis- 
strate, forbade Mr. Blunt to hold the meet­ 
ing. 
Thereupon Mr. Blunt defied the police, who 
were at once ordere 1 to clear the platform. 
Sev eral p *licetn ui seized the bold speaker, 
who v iolently resisted, being throw n from 
the platform. 
Twice he cried out loudly, 
“ Are you such 
<1—d cowards that you do 
not dare to arrest me!” 
The district in ­ 
spector iv plied, “ I arrest you.” 
Mr. 
Blunt 
was then marched oil' under a heav y escort 
of police, with his wife following. 
Th>- peo­ 
ple pressing upon the officers and blocking 
the way the latter were ordered to charge 
upon thom, which they did, injuring many. 
Mr. Rowlands, who was left with his con* 
fr re- on the stand, called for D r* / die >rs 
for Blunt, which were heartily giv m*. 
The 
fuv ileers r*-strained the crowd and k» pf them 
from making any outbreak. 
Mr. Blunt was taken before two magistrates 
an I common led to refrain from holding m y 
meeting, but (he English member refused t<* 
comply will» their demands and was tdained 
in custody. 
In the ev ening Mr. Blunt and 
¡mother ¡ ri oner were conv eyed to Doughreu 
jail. 
During the row a t the platform Constable 
Connc* thrcw his baton into the air uni re­ 
fuse I to charge upon the people.

[Elihu B. W ashburne was a direct descend­ 
ant of John W ashburne, who was the first 
secretary of the council a t Plym outh. 
Ho 
was born at Liv ermore, Oxford 
county, 
Me., in Sept., 1816. Among his classmatos in 
the Cambridge law school 
fifty years ago 
were Jam es Russull Lowell, 
W illiam M. 
Ev arts and ex-Gov ernor Bullock, of Massa­ 
chusetts. 
His early education was aquired 
at a country school in 
Liv ermore. 
llis 
father kept a little country produce store, 
and Elihu spent more of his time there than 
at his books. 
In 1833 he branched out for 
himself, learned the printer’s trade, and 
with 
what money he had sav ed studied 
law for a year at K ent Hill seminary. 
He then entered the office of the Hon. John 
Otis, n distinguished law yer and a member 
of congress. 
Mr. Otis was so fav orably im­ 
pressed with his young assistant that he sent 
him to tho Cambridge law school. 
But one 
year was spent in study, and in 1840 young 
W ashburne cam e west, where he was after­ 
ward destined to become so distinguished. 
He settled at Galena, this state, and at once 
prominently identified himself with politics, 
lieing a strong Whig. 
Ho was a delegate to 
the memorable Baltimore conv ention which 
nominated Henry Clay for president. In 1848 
Mr. 
W ashburne, 
with 
a 
largely in­ 
creased 
practice, 
was 
nominated 
for 
congress, 
lut 
was 
defeated 
by 
Col. 
Baker. 
In 1ST»2, howev er, ho was nom inated 
and defeated the Hon. Thomas Campbell for 
congress. From this time on .Mr, W ashburne 
rose rapidly. 
He was in congress ten terms, 
and during Hie civ il war was one of the fore­ 
most figures in the counsels of the adm inis­ 
tration, and was a warm friend of Abraham 
Lincoln. When Gen. G rant was elected pres­ 
ident Mr. 
W ashburne wns selected as sec­ 
retary of state, but resigned in a few days, 
his health being somewhat impaired. 
» Sub­ 
sequently he was appointed 
m inister to 
France, an ofii *o which he filled with distiuc- 
tiuu for nine years.]

GOLD LEAF SIGNS. 


H ow t he S ec re t of M uklrin Clohl 
L eal 
S tic k to the G lass W as D iscovered. 
“ The reason that 
ko many g«>l«l leaf 
signs on glass rub off,” said a jwnnter as 
he paused in putting soon* gold leaf on ti 
sign, “ is that ]m*o|>1<* don’t pay enough 
for the work. 
If you look at the gold 
leaf ab ove the door of the Merchants' 
National Kank you will find it as good as 
when it was put on in 1873. 
The ls*st 
signs are those in the railroad windows in 
Broadway. 
They were done b y Georg« 
H, McCarthy, the most expert man in 
the b usiness. 
Those signs done right 
along, without waiting for each |*>rtioii 
to thoroughly dry an« l harden, are al­ 
ways poorly done.” 
“ How is the work done on glass?” 
“ The glass is first moistened with n 
size made of isinglass dissolved in hot 
water. The gold leaf sticks to that. l e t ­ 
ters are then perfectly formed on the 
b ack of thp gold in varnish. 
When tin* 
varnish is dry we wijx) olf the gold with 
a piece of wet cotton. 
Then it is shaded, 
and then varnished again to preserve it. 
Good work, which people get when they 
pay,for it, allows full time for each of 
these processes. ” 
“ Is there any secret alxiut the size «if 
isinglass?” 
“ There Isn't now. 
It used to Ix* a 
very close secret. 
It was b rought here 
in 1850 b y an Englishman named Hale, 
lie us« h! to do up the signs in a stylo 
that American painters couldn’t touch. 
They trie« l their lx» st to discover the 
secret « if the size he used, hut couldn’t 
catch him. 
Other Englishmen came 
over, 
and 
they 
liad 
all 
the 
goo« l 
gohl leaf b usiness to themselves. 
I 
was working as an apprentice of 13 
in 1850 for John BIcOarthy, who had tin* 
secret. 
Every time he wanted to mix 
the size he would send me out to b uy an 
« *gg and to get a piece of charcoal. Then 
he would send me up stairs. 
On« * « lay I 
got the egg and charcoal and went up 
.•'tairs as usual. 
I had a hole in the floor 
oyer the stove, and I went one eye on 
him. 
lb * put the charcoal in the stove 
and b urned it. 
Then he cracke« ! and 
sucked the egg. 
Next he to« >k out of his 
pocket a little pa]k m - ami pour« *« ! out of it 
something white into the water. 
After 1 
had come down stairs and lie had gone 
out I looked around on the 11«» or and 
found some white threads of something, 
I didn't know what. 
I concluded logo 
to the druggist’s where he 1 » ought it. 
There I asked for twenty-live cents' 
worth of it, and t<»1 < 1 the clerk 1 didn't 
know the name. 
“ ‘Isinglass you m ean,’ lu* said. 
“ So lie put it up, and I mixed some 
size. One day I was working away mak­ 
ing some gold iidterson glass myself, and 
in comes McCarthy. 
Ho looked at me 
pretty sharp and said: 
“ ‘Where « lid you get that size?’ 
“ ‘Oh, 1 got an egg and run the white 
through a piece of charcoal to elarif} d ,’ 
I replied. 
“ Ho didn’t • ay another word. 
I gave 
away the secret and practically ran the 
Englishmen out, for the Americans can

In the many b ays on th« * 
coast of Nor way the water often freezes 
at tin* liottom Ik fore it «1«k*s hIkwc. 
Waves an very dceepf iv<*. 
To look at 
them in ,i storm one would think 11 »** 
water traveled. 
The water stays in the 
same place, hut the motion goes on. 
.Sometimes in storms tl 1«*p<* waves, on* 
forty feet high, and travel fifty inilcs an 
hour -m ore than twice as fast as the 
swiftest steamer. 
The distance from 
valley to valley is gejierally fift« « *n time* 
the height, hence a wave Jive f« «*t. high 
will extend over sevenfy-fiv<* feet *>f 
water. 
The for« «* of 11 m* dashing on Bell 
Ib nk is sai« l to I e :s v«*nt«*<*n tons f« ir each 
square yard. 
Eva|x>ration is a wonder­ 
ful |K» wer in drawing tin* water from tin * 
sea. 
Every year a layer of the entire 
sea fourteen fix*t thick is taken up into 
tin* cloud s. 
The winds lK*ar th« -ir b unkm into the 
land, and the water comes down in rain 
ujHMi the fields, to flow b ack at last 
through rivers.

from Newfoundland t«> Ireland.

cab les were laid. 
The Mediterranean is 
eomparatively shallow. 
The drying up

seas, and Africa would 1*.* join**« ! with 
Italy. 
The British channel is inor<* like a 
IK» iid, which accounts for its choppy 
waves.

tiiat had taken pari in it, 
During the 
first year, and uiure, of th« * conflict, 
many minor officers of the regular army 
despised the volunteers, and few t?x» k 
pains to conceal their feeling.

Boetned unwilling 
to give them any 
credit, and the same injustice prevail« *« 
to a certain degree among the volunteer 
commands. 
When we inquired, therefore, of a

The same was true <*f Iowa and 
Wisconsin, <»f Michigan and Minnesota 
troops. 
Each command hud turned th« * 
tide of strife, and covered its« *lf with 
glory, so that there was very little left 
for the remainder of the army to achieve. 
The West Pointers had no faith in the 
volunteers, come from where they might. 
They not infrequently disputed th« ir cour­ 
age; nn« l when they did not, they pro­ 
claimed their incomjK» tency. 
W ar was 
an art, a science; how could novice*» !*• 
<*x|K*ct<*d to acquire it without study and 
experience? 
Regulars and volunteers coiTocte*l in 
time this vicious hab it. 
With th« *ir in­ 
crease of military knowk*« lge, they 1 k*- 
carne more intelligent and more tok-rant: 
they understood tb eins« *lves and oth« *rs 
lx*tter. In truth, the first two years were 
little else than a series «*f experiments:

also a kink in a rope.
